Nestor was in the act of going into 
the already burning barn to free the 
horse when a mysterious explosion

Young Walters, for the past six 
weeks a student at the Thaddeus 
Stevens trade school, Lancaster, 
accompanied by some companions, 
went to a nearby city dump to 
shoot a 22 calibre rifle at Im­ 
provised targets. 
After the young men had done 
some shooting Walters was in the 
act of arranging a new target 
when the rifle accidentally dis­ 
charged while being held by one 
of Walters’ companions. The ball 
went through Walters' skull, the 
bullet emerging from the top of 
the head about one inch from 
where it had entered. 
It is said 
that Walters would have escaped 
unscathed if the shot had been a 
half inch higher. 
Dies in Hospital 
Walters was rushed to the I.an­ 
g ster General hospital but death 
ensued at 8:25 o’clock. 
The young man attended Big­ 
lerville high school until six weeks 
ago when he was admitted to the 
Thaddeus Stevens trade school. 
He is survived by his mother, 
Mrs. Maude Taylor Walters, of 
Biglerville-, one brother, Marshall, 
at home;

BOOST SILVER 


ISSUE IN U. S. 


MONEY POLICY 


One-Fourth Silver and Three- 
Fourths Gold Is New Hill 
Provision. 


W ashington, May 22 (APU—Leg­ 
islation was introduced in congress 
today at the request of President 
Roosevelt to provide for increasing 
the amount of silver in the nation’s 
monetary stock. 
In a special message, the presi­ 
dent recommended 
that 
congress 
declare American policy to be to en­ 
large the use of silver "with the ulti­ 
mate 
objective’’ 
of 
having 
one- 
fourth of the monetary stocks in 
silver and three-fourths in gold. 
This proposal, which 
would 
be 
mandatory, represented 
the 
com­ 
promise worked out during prolong­ 
ed negotiations between members of 
the senate silver bloc and the ad­ 
m inistration. 
Another clause 
W’ould authorize 
the president to take over the na­ 
tion’s m onetary silver stock, just as 
was done in gold. 
The nationaliza­ 
tion provision, however, is permis­ 
sive. 
Tile bill authorizes an appropria­ 
tion of $500,000 to carry out the pur­ 
chase and nationalization program. 
The 
secretary 
of 
the 
treasury 
would be “authorized and directed’’ 
to purchase silver at 
such 
rates, 
kinds and term s as he may deem 
reasonable. 
Purchases in the domestic m ar­ 
kets would be limited to 50 cents 
an ounce on stocks held on May I. 
Whenever the market price ex­ 
ceeded the monetary value of the 
metal or when the monetary stocks 
w’ere greater than the 25 per cent 
ratio, the secretary could sell silver. 
He wrould be further authorized 
and directed to issue silver certifi­ 
cates in a face amount not less than 
the cost of all silver purchased. 
There would be maintained in the 
treasury as security for the silver 
certificates outstanding an amount 
of silver bullion and standard silver 
dollars of a monetary value equal to 
the face amount of the certificates.

Florida, and put a group of wonderful bells in the tower; when 
they are played their tones seem almost divine as they float and disappear 
in the atmosphere. Perhaps, however, they never really disappear! 
I am greatly interested in the old Mission bells th a t I have so often 
seen in California. 
Below’ where I write in my office I hear the lovely tones of the C athe­ 
d ral bells day after day. They are always soothing. 
I always speculate 
upon their influence. 
They do something to people. 
Never shall I forget the welcome sound of the dinner bell upon the 
farm . 
It hung high upon a tall pole and its ringing was always greeted 
w ith enthusiasm! 
Bells, undoubtedly, have had a great influence upon tho hum an race.
